Guernseys Grow in Public Favor. 


It seems evident that those qualities of rich- 
ness, color and flavor, which so characterize the 
dairy products of the Guernsey, are winning for 
her a most important place in the estimation of 
the public. The continued slow and steady 
growth in the work of the Club’s office marks 
well the onward march the breed is making. 

At this writing there are 925 cows, represent- 
ing 152 breeders scattered from Maine to Cal- 
ifornia, entered in the Advanced Register. The 
2544 completed year’s record show an average 
production of 8443.59 Ibs. milk, 424.15 Ibs. but- 
ter fat with an average per cent of 5.023, a show- 
ing well to be proud of. 

The ability to return great value for money 
spent for feed has earned for the breed the slo- 
gan, most economical producers. Asan econom- 


ical cream and butter producers the Guernsey 
is making her record. 
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It is certainly gratifying to record the excel- 
lent showing of the Guernseys at the various 
fairs. The manner in which the Guernsey 
breeders have responded to our urgent request 
for a good representation of the breed is to be 
commended. 

We are devoting a great deal of space in this 
issue to these reports, and intend to record 
others in just so far as they reach us. 


By the time this issue is out, there will be 
left practically only the Dairy Shows. It is to 
be hoped that these will be made a grand 
round-up.

ferred to John Roberts a tract of land lying 
within six miles of what is now Philadelphia. 
This land has passed steadily from father to 
son in an unbroken chain to this day, and 125 acres of that 
tract is now farmed by T. W. & I. W. Roberts, descendants 
of the original John Roberts. It runs east from Bala station 
in a long rolling strip, and is surrounded by beautifully kept 
hedges of California Privet and large maple and elm trees. 
The soil is a gravelly loam, underlaid with shale, and through 
proper care and management, the fertility has been well kept 
up. A start was made in alfalfa several years ago, and now 
there is a luxuriant growth providing three heavy cuttings a 
year-on thirty of the one hundred and twenty five acres. 
About thirty acres also are devoted to corn, eight of which go 
to fill a one hundred and twenty-five ton silo, and the rest for 
cow and horse feed. On the remaining acres enough hay ts 
raised to pay for the grain which has to be bought. Pasture 
is supplemented with silage, green feed, and green alfalfa in 
the late summer and fall, the cows being turned out to pas- 
ture more for the exercise than the feed. 

About one-half of a mile south from the station in a little 
hollow, sheltered from the winter winds, lie the main build- 
ings. The barn is an old-fashioned two story stone structure, 
built in 1791. The second floor is now used entirely for the 
storage of hay, straw, and feed. In the first floor are found 
the horses, and part of the cattle. Remodelling is in progress, 
which when completed will make a large pen out of the horse 
stable. This is intended to give the yearling heifers greater 
freedom, and to insure proper development. One side has 
southern exposure with plenty of light and ventilation. The 
horses are to be moved to an addition being built on to the 
old coach barn. The main herd is kept in two entries running 
south and west in the old barn. These are built of modern 
construction, with cement floors and cork brick, and up-to- 
date equipment throughout. The calves are kept in box 
stalls, and the cattle are tied with the iron piped modern 
stanchions. The maternity box stalls have a southern ex- 
posure, letting in plenty of warm sun light, and keeping the 
stalls dry and in a sanitary condition. There is a well kept 
barnyard paved with cinders, and flanked on two sides by the 
barn buildings, and on the other two sides by a solid substan- 
tial stone wall, five feet high.

Little paddocks are built out from the south 
side of this building, where the bulls may 
exercise to their hearts’ content. Simplicity 
and practicability marks everything. 

These, together with the old Roberts mansion, hay sheds, 
and tasty tenent houses, make up a group of buildings very 
pleasing to the eye, and serve very adequately the require- 
ments of the farm. 

Up to about twelve years ago the farm had been rented out, 
and a good size herd of dairy cows of various breeds was main- 
tained. At that time, however, Messrs. T. W. & I. W. Roberts 
the present owners of Pencoyd Farm, purchased a few grade 
Guernseys, and becoming interested in the breed, they at- 
tended a sale at Broad Axe, Pa., and there purchased of E. T. 
Price their first pure bred females and a pure bred bull. Some 
of the foundation animals are still on the place, and are worthy 
of mention, and most of the present herd, with the exception 
of the herd bulls, has sprung from the foundation animals. 

Of the animals first purchased and still living on the place, 
Imp. Jessie of the Vrangue, 19653, sired by Masher P 705, is 
the oldest, with a private record of 486.00 pounds of fat. She 
was born October 13, 1896, and has produced during her 
seventeen active years six registered daughters, two of which 
are on the place. One only is in milk, and the other will 
freshen in February. She is the dam also of Imp. Jessie III of 
the Vrangue, 23648, A. R. 1179, owned by James Beirne, of 
Oakfield, Wisconsin, and in whose hands she made 8941.00 
Ibs. of milk and 522.72 lbs. of butter fat at six years of age, 
and did not receive over ten pounds of grain a day. The old 
cow still continues in good health, and is milking eighteen 
pounds at a milking standing in the stanchion, and is again 
with calf. 

Imp. Countess Wissy, A. R. 941, another foundation cow 
that is still on the place, has a record as a six year old of 
7738.50 lbs. of milk and 485.77 lbs. of fat. She has produced 
two daughters, one of which has been sold, and the other 
freshens in March and will be kept in the herd. 

Jessie of Maple Lane, 23457, A. R. 1706, also a foundation 
cow still on the place, has a record of 12304.30 lbs. of milk, 
and 595.20 lbs. of fat, made at nine years of age. She has 
produced two daughters, oné of which is in milk but not tested, 
and the other an eight months old calf, and a son by Golden

Imp. Flower of the Preel II 17566, A. R. 944, daughter of 
Flower of the Preel, F. S. 2099 (reputed dam of Imp. Hayes 
Rosie, A. R. 116) was among the first cows purchased, and 
has a record at five years of age of 10,177.20 lbs. of milk and 
521.77 lbs. of fat. Both she and her dam are in the list of 
Great Producing Dams, she having produced Golden Preel of 
Pencoyd 23369, A. R. 1227, who at the age of two years and 
seven months made 8890.00 lbs. of milk and 472.81 lbs. of 
butter fat, and is most promising. 

Pretty Polly VI 19664, A. R. 984, another foundation 
cow, at seven and a half years of age, made 10,309.00 lbs. of 
milk and 531.56 lbs. of fat.

Nella Jay 16480, A. R. 634, has made quite a noteworthy 
record since her purchase. Besides producing 9576.10 lbs. 
of milk and 477.27 lbs. of fat as a four year old, and under a 
retest 13,655.60 lbs. of milk and 580.19 lbs. of fat, she has 
had two pair of twins. Five of her daughters are now on the 
place, three of which are twins. The first pair will freshen in 
the Spring.

Grade Guernsey Production Registry. 


T is the pet plan of a group of Minnesota Guernsey breed- 
I ers who want to be of help to the ordinary farmer. Is it 
not true they argue, that ninety eight farmers out of one 
hundred must be content with high grade Guernsey cattle? 
If there are only 60,000 pure bred Guernseys in the world, 
must a registry of production for grade cattle be denied to 
farmers who recognize the value of the Guernsey strain but 
cannot obtain animals of pure blood? A production registry 
does not purpose to be a registry of birth or blood, but a re- 
cord of work and accomplishment. So a registry of grade 
Guernseys is in process of organization. The work has already 
commenced some time ago in St. Louis County under the 
direction of Messrs. Grout, Craig and Hostetter. The or- 
ganization is called the “‘“Grade Guernsey Production Regis- 
try.”” Unlike a breeders association, it will be a perpetual 
testing association. One of the purposes too of the organiza- 
tion, is to discover the merit of sires which may be great but 
unknown, as the head of grade herds. Far from conflicting 
with the interests of breeders associations, the promoters fo 
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the plan claim that it will stimulate the demand for pure 
bred sires for breeding grade herds. As the Registry grows, 
it will take on the functions of a national herd book. Follow. 
ing is an outline of the plan of organization and the rules 
which will govern the record of production. 

Condition 1—A foundation cow shall be defined as—Any 
female which has under official test as recognized by this 
association and hereafter defined, make 200 pounds of fat in 
one year and within one milking period. 

Condition 2—Any female, the offspring of a foundation 
cow and whose sire is registered in the herd book of the Ameri- 
can Guernsey Cattle Club, shall be entitled to registry in 
this association. 

Condition 3—But the offspring of such female shall not be 
entitled to registry, until she herself has produced 200 pounds 
of fat or more within one year and within one milking 
period. 

Condition 4—Oflicial test defined; This association will rec- 
ognize the official test of any properly organized breeders asso- 
ciation, farmers club or cow testing association in the locality 
where the production is made. Applications of such organi- 
zations for recognition of their tests must be made as required 
by this association. The above is only a rough draft of the 
proposed rules governing the Association. Discussion and 
correspondence on the subject has been invited by the men 
suggesting the idea. The Lake Superior Farmer will be 
pleased to give space to a full discussion of the plan. 


Sark Cattle Show. 


HE fifth annual show of cattle was held at Beauregard, 
lent for the occasion by Mr. John Hamon, and proved 
very successful from all points of views. The following 

were the Show Committee: Mr. W. F. Collings (Seigneur 
of Sark), the Hon. C. R. Molesworth, Messrs. Thos. Godfray, 
Herbert Baker, E. Cook, P. Carre, E. Falle, J. V. Hamon, 
J. W. E. Hussey, and H. A. Stock, Hon. Secretary. 

The number of entries was practically the same as last year, 
viz., 77, representing some 89 animals, a very good proportion 
taking into consideration this comparatively recent under- 
taking by the Sark farming community. 

The judging was by some of the members of the Royal 
Guernsey Agricultural and Horticultural Society, who crossed 
over specially from Guernsey, and included Mr. H. Carre, the 
Secretary, Mr. J. Carre, Vive-President, and several members 
of the Herd Book committee, who had also to adjudicate on 
the fifteen animals entered for this department. 

Thee was naturally a keen interest taken in the competition 
for the special prizes and the several classes, judging not 
being completed till after 4 o’clock. The results gave general 
satisfaction, and it was admitted on all sides that Mr. J. V. 
Hamon’s Buttercup III was clearly entitled to the premier 
cup. 

The general appearance of the cattle on exhibition was 
decidedly good and their condition was excellent, a fact 
which was dwelt upon by Mr. Foote at the close of the pre- 
sentation of the special prizes by Mrs. Dudley Beaumont. 

In an interview with Mr. H. A. Stock, the genial Hon. 
Secretary to the Show Committee, it was gleaned that there 
was a distinct improvement in the island cattle, due, he 
claimed, to the institution of those annual shows. ‘There is 
more interest in and care taken of cattle by the Sark farmers 
since these shows have been going on. This year the splendid 
condition of the animals shows what can be attained in this 
direction and there is no question as to the quality being 
better.” 

“There are some 350 head of cattle on the island,” con- 
tinued Mr. Stock, “‘of which about 130 are cows, and the 
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fact that nearly 90 are at this show proclaims that these ex- 
hibitions and contests are doing good.” 

“Yes, we have two other examinations for Herd Book, the 
next one being in September and the same keen interest is 
being shown in this branch as well. To-day we have 15 
entries. We have also had 150 animals tested and out of 
these only one failed, but I believe that if she were re-exam- 
ined now she would pass,” replied Mr. Stock, with no un- 
certain conviction. 

“Do you go in for butter tests?” ; 

“We have been discussing the matter in Committee,” said 
Mr. Stock, ‘“‘and I think that we shall have to include these 
in future. After all it is the ‘full pail’ which we are all after.” 

At the close of the judging the special prizes were, as above 
stated, presented to the successful competitors by Mrs. 
Dudley Beaumont, who congratulated each on his success. 

Thanks to the Guernsey Judges for their attendance and 
help were heartily passed on the initiative of the Hon. C. R. 
Molesworth. 

Mrs. W. H. Foote replying thereto said that the Sark Cattle, 
it seemed to him, showed a vast improvement on last year. 
They were in an exceptionally good condition and he was 
convinced that the people of Sark, generally, took more care 
of their animals. That was a feature of the present show. 
There was, naturally, always room for improvement, but if 
they went on as they were going they would have some 
splendid results. They, as Judges, did not claim to be in- 
fallible, but they had done their best and had given expres- 
sion to their opinion. He also desired to thank the Committee 
and their Secretary for their liberal entertainment, and added 
that he looked forward for another invitation to be present at 
their next show.

Guernseys at the 1913 Iowa State Fair. 


OWA’S propserity is reflected in its state fair. Inaugurat- 
ing the grain-belt series, the lowa exposition is looked 
forward to to set the pace for the others. In the state 

where prosperity has become a habit, which leads the nation 
in the acreage of the world’s principal crops (corn, wheat, 
oats, hay and potatoes) and which leads the world in the 
quantity and value of live stock of all kinds, the annual state 
Fair is visible proof to the outside world that “‘in all that is 
good Iowa affords the best.”” The 1913 Iowa State Fair, which 
opened at Des Moines Wednesday, August 20th, is so much 
bigger and better than any of its predecessors that it testifies 
to a year of prosperity and progress the like of which has 
never been seen before. 

Visitors to the Iowa State Fair have become accustomed 
to seeing larger and finer exhibits of live stock than are to be 
found at any of the other state fairs. The parade of prize 
winners on the closing day has come to be an affair of the 
greatest importance, eclipsing anything in art or literature, 
a million-dollar parade of prize winners without a peer. Visi- 
tors to Des Moines during the week found a live stock exhibit 
which, while not breaking former records, is well abreast of 
former exhibits. 

Four complete herds, besides a lone representative from a 
fifth exhibitor, were entered at the Iowa State Fair this year, 
a pleasing contrast to last season when the Guernsey show 
was somewhat of a disappintment to the lovers of this Channel 
Island breed of dairy cows. C. L. Hill, president of the Ameri- 
can Guernsey Cattle Club, who tied the ribbons, found some 
exceedingly difficult classes to place, especially among the 
young stock. The cows, while excellent in most respects, were 
not so strong as they might have been, and these same ex- 
hibitors will have to strengthen that department of their 
herds if they hope to compete later against some of the crack 
eastern herds. Not quite ninety head of cattle were lead into 
the ring. 

A newcomer in the American showring, Marsh’s bull, Imp. 
Hayes Cherub 2d, a consistent winner across the “pond,” 
easily captured the senior and grand championships. He is 
an outstanding individual, clean cut and alert, carrying him- 
self well in and out of the ring. The Waterloo breeder also 
showed the junior bull, Bopeep’s Mar of Iowa, a worthy son of 
the great Glencoe’s Bopeep. The champion cow, Glenwood’s 
Hazel, and the junior cow, Imp. Morland Aquamarine, were 
also recruited from the same herd. 
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On the whole the stock showed great improvement in size 


and ruggedness without the sacrifice of quality. It has been 1. 
pretty well proven that the larger cows in a breed are the 2. 
best producers, so if the Guernsey men continue to breed for Fox. 
size, they are likely to avoid the pitfall into which another a

The American Agriculturist in a recent issue says: “‘More 
interest centers around Guernsey cattle than ever before in 
the history of the breed. The gold and yellow milk and the 
gold and yellow butter are popular dairy products always, 
and this breeds stands with those at the head of the list for 
these characteristics. 


OVERLAND GUERNSEY FARM. 

Reports the sale of two imported heifers—Imp. Rosy VII. 
de la Vieille Rue 39650, and Imp. Flower of the Fontaines 
39923, also a young bull sired by Imp. May Royal 22242, 
out of Daisy II. of Clairmont 39661, to the Kansas State 
Agricultural College at Manhattan, Kan., who have de- 
cided to put some Guernseys in their herd. 


Imp. Beauty II. of the Coutanchez, has also lately dropped 
a very beautiful bull calf and is now producing at the rate 
of 57 lbs. milk per day. Her largest milk record last year 
for a month was 1612 lbs. These two cows are examples of 
how, when cows are judiciously fed and managed, their ability 
to produce is increased rather than diminished and shows 
that cows may be so fed and cared for as to make a very 
large official record, and yet, be regular breeders and ex- 
tremely profitable producers. 


ANNA DEAN FARM. 

An extremely handsome bull calf was lately dropped on 
this farm, by Spotswood Daisy Pearl No. 17696, sired by 
Langwater May King No. 13001. The old Champion Cow 
has never enjoyed better health than at the present time, 
and that she was not injured in the slightest by the record 
which she made, is shown by the fact that during the past 
July, she produced 1815 lbs. of milk which is 105 Ibs. in 
excess of her largest monthly milk production during the 
time she was under official test. 


Price County Guernsey Breeders’ Association met July 
5th and elected the following officers for one year: J. S. 
Clark, Prentice, Wisconsin, president; J. A. Morner, Prentice, 
vice-president; Arvid Morner, Ogema, Wisconsin, secretary;

The Guernsey interests have steadily been going forward 
since the organization in 1910. There are now owned 
several pure bred females in the county and several pure 
bred bulls of choice breeding and a large number of grade 
cows, as compared with only a few grade cows and pure 
bred bulls when we organized. 


THREE LAKES MEETING. 

The meeting of the prospective Guernsey Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation at Three Lakes, Wis., was a distinct success, and 
reflected much credit upon the work of Mr. E. L. Luther, 
County expert of Agriculture, and his associates who plan- 
ned the meeting. 

Three Lakes is situated in the heart of one of:the most 
beautiful lake regions in Wisconsin. Thirty-three lakes all 
connected by little rivers and straits spread themselves over 
that part of Oneida County, causing it to be probably the 
most promising summer health resort in the northern part 
of the state. Undoubtedly, this will eventually furnish an 
excellent market for Guernsey milk and cream. However, 
as yet, the business of breeding Guernseys, like the resort 
business, is in its infancy. There are a few Guernsey bulls 
spread over the county, and are doing splendid work. One 
of these bulls owned by Mr. F. S. Campbell, having bred, 
since May 1, 1912, to August 9, 1913, 138 cows, nearly all 


being safe in calf. Most of the cows in this region are natives 
of no distinct breed; but nevertheless, many of them seem 
to have good dairy qualities, and should raise splendid stock 
when bred to good registered Guernsey bulls. 

The picnic was held about a half mile south of Three Lakes, 
in a little maple grove on the farm of Mr. F. S. Campbell, 
a public spirited man who is doing much for the develop- 
ment of this county. About 150 farmers, with their wives 
and children, were gathered in the grove, and all intensely 
interested in what was being said about more and better 
Guernseys. Mr. E. T. Luther, Charles Crosby (a student 
of the University of Wisconsin), R. W. Rowlands, of Wau- 
kesha and Professor Humphry who is head of the animal 
husbandry department at the university of Wisconsin, 
addressed the meeting, after which Professor Humphry 
judged a large class of cows and a still larger class of calves 
in a very satisfactory manner. The first five places were 
taken by the get of Mr. Campbell’s bull.

Heretofore, the Puget Sound Dairyman has been all for 
the cow that fills the pail, regardless of quality or flavor. 
But with decline of the demand for more milk for the con- 
densers trade, ‘and increase of demand for better and higher 
grade milk for city consumption, the Guernsey and Jersey 
breeds are coming into greater demand. The trouble is to 
convince the average farmer that he can afford to pay $150.00 
for a pure bred sire, of tested parentage, rather than $25.00 
for a scrub which ultimately costs him ten times more. We 
are getting some good ones out here, and I think the pictures 
show fairly well for the product of a small herd.

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MOQUAKM DAIRY CATTLE SHOW 


What a Co-operative Community of European Farmers 
Demonstrated in Bayfield County. 


HE Governor of Wisconsin honored with his presence, 
the Second annual Guernsey Cattle Show given at 
Moquah by the Moquah Co-Operative Society on 

Friday the fifteenth. The Department of Agriculture sent 
F. H. Scribner from the Department of Animal Industry. 
Prof. Geo. C. Humphrey represented the University of Wis- 
consin. 

The visiting notables were kind enough to say that the oc- 
casion was one of the greatest ever held in Northern Wiscon- 
sin. Mr. Scribner even said that the Guernsey cattle dis- 
played at the show were equal to those owned in any farm 
community in the United States. So the second annual meet- 
ing of the society goes down in history as an unqualified suc- 
cess. It marked a mile stone in community growth seldom 
equalled. It showed the growth of a community extending 
over a period of four short years from wild land to a prosperous 
Guernsey breeding center of small dairy farmers. The show 
was picturesque and unique. There were 
mingled the flavor of a European market 
day with a progressive Wisconsin dairy 
cattle show. Old country costumes, old 
country folk dances interspersed the scien- 
tific judging contests of seven classes of 
Guernsey cows and heifers. The family 
pets of Slovak pione farmers met in friendly 
rivalry for the purpose of stimulating the 
love of better live stock. The children of 


the community were part of the show and_ Slovak Farmers Dressed in Holiday Attire 


so were the women. There were no keener participants in 
the show ring than the women dressed in their brightly col- 
ored costumes of Eastern Europe. 

The live stock parade formed at 10.30 a. m. with sixty 
eight head of cows and heifers led by the community sires, 
Totem and Spartan Endymion. Men, women and children 
marched with their favorites in a most unique live stock 
parade.

Speeches in Slovak, Bohemian and English, inspection of 
the new co-operative creamery and the new potato warehouse, 
games, music and dancing rounded out the program of a busy 
day.

Every event demonstrated to visiting dairymen and farmers 
the value of co-operative effort in building a northern com- 
munity. For be it known that four years ago the site of the 
prosperous Moquah community was a wilderness of cut over 
lands. Events have moved swiftly in the making of Moquah. 
None realized this more than the remnant of the pioneers of 
logging days who told of timber operations which but a decade 
ago were the activities of the Fish Creek Valley. 

The community has but made a start. It has become 
ambitious and aims to become a great Guern- 
sey center. The future shows will become 
sales days for high grades and registered 
stock. Scribner says the Moquah Com- 
munity is beginning where older localities 
have left off. So necessity and local pride 
and co-operative effort are making better 
live stock and better live stock is making 
better homes. 

In the Moquah Community there is but 
one type of dairy cattle, one type of seed 
potato, for these builders maintain that success can come 
only by co-operative effort and marketing premium products, 
and doing a few things well. From the creamery is coming

Ohio Guernsey Breeders’ Meeting.

Guernsey cattle on a large scale. He is located in a good 
grass section, and will be able to raise fine cattle. The ship- 
ment consisted of two young bulls, one by a son of King of 
the May, and the other out of a son of Governor II of the 
Chene, and twenty-two heifers ranging from six months to two 
years of age. 

Mr. Wigman writes us: “I have never visited a section of 
our great country where I found the people more alive to the 
fact that breeding better cattle was to their interest. Mr. 
Brady is widely known, a man highly respected throughout 
the West, and I could not begin to tell you how many people 
I heard say that they were going to have some Guernseys, 
after they had seen hose on the Brady farm. Mr. Brady was 
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so highly pleased with the lot that a number of his friends 
have placed orders with me. The people in the West are alive 
and awake, and it don’t take them a year or two to make up 
their minds when they see a good thing. I have been in nearly 
every state in the Union delivering cattle mostly by freight 
train, and have met more people between St. Paul and Seattle 
who knew what a Guernsey was like than I have met between 
New York and Chicago on a similar trip. At every station 
where the train stopped, people would get into the car and 
the first remark was, What beautiful Guernseys. I have read 
about them and know they are a great breed of cattle, while 
people in the East would say, “‘ You have a nice lot of Jerseys 
in that car, but they look larger than those we have around 
here. Where did you get them?’ When I would tell them 
they were Guernseys, they would invariably say that they 
had never seen any of that breed before.”

The Cow For Northern Wisconsin 
By Arvid Morney 


When the country was new and every one was working 
in the woods for a living, any kind of a cow was good enough. 
Then, with the annual appearance of a stock buyer, the 
beef-and-dual-purpose cows grew in favor with most men. 
They served their mission as far as they could but were 
not satisfactory from a financial point of view. 


As the farms increased in size and the lumbering decreased, 
the creameries began to make their appearance causing a 
change in the livestock raising business. The patrons having 
cows giving a maximum amount of high testing milk were 
the ones that drew the largest checks every month. 


That is not all that is necessary. We need those that will 
produce economically as found by test. Guernsey Grades 
produced on the average more butter fat and higher value 
of products per 100-feed units consumed than the grade of 
any other breed in the Wisconsin Dairy Cow Competition. 
The same has been found true of pure bred Guernseys, at 
the New York and New Jersey experiment stations, also, 
at the Pan American Exposition, at Buffalo, 1901. 

We want and need a cow that will produce a satisfactory 
yield every year with a healthy calf. We have no need of a 
cow that will produce a large yield for one year or a shorter 
period and probably be a “star boarder” half of the time. 


Another point is, they should give milk of high natural 
color, containing a high percentage of butter fat. We are 
past the time when the value of milk sold is estimated by 
the amount of air it will displace when poured into a can. 
As nearly all dairy products are paid for according to their 


‘contents of butter fat, at the present time, therefore, all 


low testing breeds are striving to improve the test. Thus, 
making an enormously high price on high testing families. 
Professor Haecker of Minnesota, says that the test of any 
one breed can not be raised one per cent. in a period 
of one hundred years. Who will live long enough to make a 
5 per cent. family out of a 3.42-per cent. cow? The average 
test of one breed in the Wisconsin Dairy Cow Competition. 

Here are some records made in the Wisconsin Dairy Cow 
Competition by Guernsey Grades: Jerry, owned by A. N. 
Schmit, Appleton, 7 2-3 years old, who gave 15744 lbs. 
milk, 729.9 lbs. butter fat, which is the largest record made 
by any cow of any breed who freshened during the year. 
The following Guernsey Grades were owned by R. W. 
Rowlands, Waukesha: Bessie, 3 1-3 years old, 12195 Ibs. 
milk; 659.5 lbs. butter fat; Favorite 4 5-12 years old, 
12368 lbs. milk, 600 lbs. butter fat; Glenwood 6 7-12 years 
old, 11517 lbs. milk, 609 lbs. butter fat; Lucy, 9 years old, 
12973 lbs. milk, 507 lbs. butter fat. Six other cows in the 
same herd averaged 511 lbs. butter fat, not butter, with an 
average net profit of $78.79. Twenty-seven cows of this 
herd were sold at an average of $138 apiece. 

These figures prove conclusively, that the Guernsey 
Grade cow, is a big money maker for the dairyman, both, 
as a producer of butter fat and as a prospective seller. 
Naturally the demand for such cows is increasing con- 
stantly, because they practically pay for themselves in one 
year. Why should we not raise the ones that bring the most 
money for every dollar invested in feed and care? 
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Guernseys at the Connecticut State Fair

The buildings are commodious and seem quite satis- 
factory. Concrete floors are to be added another year. 

At the present time the judging ring is located some dis- 
tance from the Barns. This is a condition which should be 
changed. The time consumed in leading cattle through the 
crowds such a distance is hard on the cattle and on the men. 
It is understood, however, that a Pavilion near the Barns is 
to be erected another year. 

Five herds were shown: 11 head by F. P. Frazier & Son, 
Ipswich, Mass.; 12 head by George M. White, Freehold, 
N. Y.; 14 head by Beaver Ridge Farm, Bedford Hills, N. Y.;

miles north west of the city of Waukesha, and com- 

prises 143 acres of fertile farm land, some of which is a 
trifle low but all of which is tillable. He maintains a herd of 
fifty-five head of Guernsey cattle, of which about ten are 
grades, which are necessary to keep the milk supply even. 
He milks about thirty head on the average, and his experience 
with Guernsey milk has been the following. At first he sold 
his milk to the creamery, getting the ordinary creamery butter 
fat prices, but five years ago this coming fall several of the 
farmers around Waukesha, realized that they were not getting 
what they ought to for their milk, and Mr. Williams and 
R. W. Rowlands went in together, and with combined forces, 
started a route of their own in Milwaukee. At first Mr. 
Rowlands took as many bottles of their product as he could 
carry in a hand satchel and went to Milwaukee himself, 
placing each of the bottles in a home. They started with a 
trade of two quarts, but obtained nine customers from every 
ten homes where they placed samples, and in eight months 
had all the customers they could supply, and have carried a 
trade of 250 to 300 quarts of milk daily ever since, selling 
more Guernsey milk than any firm in Milwaukee, not except- 
ing certified. On the morning after a bottle had been placed 
in a home, when Mr. Rowlands made a return visit, the 
housewife would enquire whether the milk would always be 
like the sample, and when Mr. Rowlands assured her that 
the sample was a portion of the natural milk of the herd 
without being artificially colored or flavored, but produced 
under sanitary conditions from good healthy pure bred and 
grade Guernseys they would at once become customers, pay- 
ing ten cents per quart for the milk, four cents above ordinary 
market milk. A few days after one woman had been receiv- 
ing the milk she said, “‘ You brought us cream this morning.” 

“We used to buy cream, but now we don’t have to,” was 
a common remark to their delivery boy. 

When the Williams and Rowlands Company realized that 
they could not afford to produce their present quality of milk 
for ten cents a quart, they raised the price to eleven cents 
and later to twelve. Each time they raised the price, they 
would lose a few customers, but not for long.

Without exception, they would come back inside of a week, 
not being satisfied with any other milk they could obtain in 
the city, which shows the public’s appreciation of the natural 
color and flavor of Guernsey milk when once they have tried 
it. They have always distributed their milk through the 
Gridley Dairy Company, of Milwaukee, and lately have 
entered into an arrangement whereby they receive eight cents 
per quart on the farm, the Gridley people paying transporta- 
tion, furnishing bottles, etc.

An example of the prepotency of a Guernsey bull is found 
in the notable record of John H. Williams’ herd bull, Rhea’s 
King of the May 14368. He was sired by the well known bull 
Imp. King of the May 9001 with ten daughters and two sons 
in the Advanced Register. His dam is Princess Rhea III 
21331, a sister to Dolly Dimple. 


Rhea’s King of the May was born September 25, 1908, and 
though not a show animal, impresses one immediately upon 
seeing him with his great masculinity and is particularly good 
in the rear quarters and rump. He has produced some won- 
derfully smooth, deep and beautiful progeny of which there 
are thirteen daughters now living, and fully as many sons. 
Three of his daughters are in milk, and several others have 
noteworthy show records. 


The oldest daughter in milk is Park’s Queen Rhea 34759 
born September 1, 1910, and is out of Park’s Yeksa Queen 
21602, A. R. 1809, who made the following record as a four- 
year-old, 8995.00 pounds of milk and 433.61 pounds of fat, 
and is now under retest. Due to the fact that Mr. Williams 
expects to show this heifer this fall, she has bot been entered 
for the Advanced Register. 


His second daughter Rhea’s Park Dawn 34761, born Sep- 
tember 6, 1910, is out of Gypson’s Dawn 18759, A. R. 1784; 
record 9650.80 pounds of milk and 462.62 pounds of fat. She 
freshened at two years and one month of age, and is now 
under test, and in 262 days has produced 6887.30 pounds of 
milk and 334.99 pounds of butter fat. 
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His third daughter Park Rhea’s Flossie 34762 born October 
1, 1910, freshened at the age of two years and six months, and 
is now under test having made 110.11 pounds of fat in 114 
days. She is out of Eagle Flossie 18122, A. R. 1488; record

Advanced Registry Work at Oak Ridge. 
B icc cow in the Oak Ridge herd is considered on the 


black-list unless she can comply with certain require- 

ments which indicate that she is worthy of perpetuat- 
ing her kind, she is not required to break any worlds records 
at the pail or in the ring, but she must be a dairy cow in every 
sense of the word. 

First, she must be a profitable producer of butter fat for 
commercial purposes. 

Secondly, she must be a regular breeder and make a good 
healthy mother capable of taking good care of her offspring. 
(It would be dangerous to assert that Guernsey milk is too 
rich for Guernsey calves on Oak Ridge as you would be shown 
overwhelming evidence to the contrary, notwithstanding the 
Connecticut Experiment Station.) 

Thirdly, she must look like a dairy cow. Oak Ridge 
Guernseys must not waste their time piling on beef at a cost 
of 25 c a pound when they ought to be turning that same feed 
into 50c butter fat. There are numerous worries at the fairs, 
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but none rattled the Oak Ridge men more than the occasional 
Guernsey enthusiast who tried to boost the Guernsey as a 
“beef cow too.” Some Guernseys like some Jerseys and 
Holsteins will make good beef, but they are the scalawags 
and never sought after by intelligent breeders. 

Some twelve to fifteen cows are kept on test at Oak Ridge 
all the time, but the treatment they receive does not differ 
from that of the rest of the herd, except that they are not 
bred so soon as to let them milk for a full twelve months 
instead of the usual ten. To give satisfaction, they must 
make at least 400 lbs. fat, failing which they are immediately 
retested the following year, and must then make their total 
production for the two years up to at least 725 lbs. fat or they 
are counted out. They are never forced at all, and are only 
given extra assistance (such as milking three times a day) 
when there are extenuating circumstances as for instance in 
the case of Mimosa XIII, who leaked badly, old Lady Gem- 
sey 5th, ten years old, and only dry a few days after making 
nearly 9000 lbs. of milk, and Lillie of Alfalfa Farms who also 
leaked. Advanced Registry work is considered essential in 
breeding up a first class herd, but it is not allowed to over- 
shadow the fact that every cow has got to do her work in an 
everyday commercial way. 

Of the first 17 cows to finish their tests the lowest was 
400.78 lbs. fat, and the highest was 557.23 lbs. fat. The 
average for the 17 cows was 9840.8 lbs. milk, and 474.1 lbs. 
fat. These cows were the means of putting four new bulls in 
the Advanced Register, namely, Sanbur 4382, whose two 
daughters made an average of 496 lbs. fat. Robinson’s Glen- 
wood Boy 15638, whose four daughters averaged 497 lbs. fat. 
Glenwood’s Champion 15639, whose three daughters (2 and 
3 yrs. old) averaged 473 lbs. fat. May Boy of the Gacheres 
R. G. A. S. 1311 P. S., whose daughter made 475 lbs. (he 
already having one in A. R.) 

Oak Ridge expects to play its best cards when the daugh- 
ters of the two present herd bulls get intoline. Aimable of 
th Isle has a bunch of young daughters coming along that 
can put away a tremendous amount of feed, and each has 
four nicely placed teats of the kind that make the boys wish 
every cow on their row was that way. Aimables calves are 
all gentle and kind, but full of mischief and can’t stay still a 
minute. They take after their daddy in that he has to at 
least give a friendly grunt to everybody thatcomes near him, 
and can master the combination of nearly every kind of gate 
latch there is.

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Feeding for Advanced Register Records

r | NAHE greatest mistakes breeders and dairymen make in 
feeding their cows are during the ninety days before 
they come in, and the first twenty-one to thirty days 

after they freshen. 


Until recently, it was the general custom of breeders and 
dairymen to take off the grain feed from the cows when they 
were drying them off, and to feed them on bran, ground oats, 
a little linseed oil meal in preference to protein feeds. The 
object was to have the cow come in in rather poor condition 
The general impression prevailed that when this was ac- 
complished, there was less fear of udder trouble then when 
a cow came in in good condition not to mention milk fever. 


Everyone recognizes that a cow is a sick animal immediately 
after she calves, demonstrated by the fact that she is given 
““mashes.”” But too many breeders and dairymen do not 
allow for the fact that all the digestive tracts are materially 
disarranged and upset by the calving. No animal can go 
through the act of maternity without these results. That is 
pretty well understood in the human race and the mother is 
carefully fed by the physician for at least two weeks. 


It is well known that the unborn calf makes the greatest 
growth during the last two months of gestation. Then it 
grows not only the framework, but the hair, hide and hoof, 
and all these are grown from protein feeds. Unless this ele- 
ment is supplied to the mother in the feed, she will, true to 
her maternal instinct, take the lean meat off her own back 
to furnish the needed protein to the unborn calf, and will, 
consequently, become thin. 


The writer has been convinced for over thirty years, from 
his own practice in feeding that the greatest production is 
secured by the feeding of the cow or heifer for ninety, or at 
least sixty days before she comes in. He has thoroughly 
demonstrated the fact that the cows that come in in good 
condition, even what might be considered ‘‘fat,” are those 
who make the largest production at the next lactation, pro- 
vided they are properly fed after they come in. 


This condition cannot, however, be secured through feed- 
ing a carbonaceous ration, but more through a protein ra- 
tion; for the cow is conditioned not by such “‘fat,’? but in 
reality by lean flesh which is full of blood. It therefore, fol- 
lows that she must be fed a ration for that length of time 
containing more protein than is needed for the growth of 
the calf, so that the excess will go on her body. 

In the case of 4 heifer with first calf, she has not only to 
sustain the calf she is carrying, but must build herself an 
udder. The udder is composed of tissue and the element 
needed to grow tissue is protein. Unless the protein is given 
in the feed, the heifer must take the protein from the lean 
flesh off her back to make the udder tissue. I am convinced 
that the size of the udder is largely regulated by the amount 
of protein the heifer can utilize to build her udder. 


What does the cow do with the surplus lean flesh she car- 
ries on her back at calving time’ Realizing that she is in 
reality sick and not thoroughly herself for some weeks, it 
should be our aim to feed a very light grain ration and yet, 
at the same time, have her come to her full flow of milk. If 
she is crowded too much with grain at that time, she will have 
an attack of indigestion, evidenced by a drop in her milk, 
and will not come to her full flow until she calves next time. 
If she has a lot of lean flesh on her back, she can use that to 
put the caseine in her milk, and be fed a light ration and yet 
come to her full flow on a few pounds of grain. Of course, if 
she does this, she will get thinner and come to her natural 
condition. 


One of the conditions made by the writer when asked to 
take charge of the Jerseys in the Chicago World’s Fair Test 
in 1893 was that the cows should be placed in the barns on 
the fair grounds four months before the fair began, so that 
they might be prepared for calving under this system, and 
handled for the first thrity days after they came in. Guern- 
sey breeders will not forget that the Jerseys gave more milk, 
more butter and more cheese than any of the breeds. I at- 
tribute this result more to the “‘conditioning” of the cows 
before they came in, and the handling for the first thirty 
thereafter, than to any other factor. 


One of the cows mentioned in the advertisement which 
appears over the signature of the writer in this Journal, gave 
65 lbs. of 5.5% milk in a day on 7 lbs. of grain. The 44.15 
lbs. Holstein cow made her first 40 lbs. of hutter on 10 lbs. 
of grain a day. It would have been impossible for these cows 
to have given this yield unless they were able to draw the 
needed protein from the lean flesh on their backs. It is said 
publicly that K. P.. Pontiac Lass lost close to 400 lbs. in 
weight during her test, and that later on she was consuming 
28 lbs. of grain a day. If this amount of grain had been fed 
her in the first three weeks after she calved, it would probably 
have caused her to get off her feed or to have an attack of 
indigestion. Both she and the cow in the Rich Neck herd 
were able to make their maximum yield on a very light grain 
ration, depending upon the extra lean flesh on their bodies 
for the needed protein. This article will not permit discuss- 
ing the question of the excess fat, over normal, which un- 
doubtedly goes into the milk for a short time. 

Strange as it may seem, there is far less udder trouble from 
the system I advocate than when cows come in in thin con- 
dition. This is due to the fact that it is not necessary to feed 
the cow after calving on such heating feeds as would other- 
wise be given her. 

We again repeat what we have held to for thirty years, 
that the ninety days before and the twenty-one or thirty 
days after the cow comes in are the times at which the great- 
est production is prepared for.

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Guernseys at the Minnesota State Fair. 


T what is probably the best state fair in the country, 
the Guernsey breed was represented by a larger num- 
ber of high class animals than was any other breed. 

One hundred and forty seven animals coming from four dif- 
ferent states were entered. One of the breeders, John P. 
Nelson of Stillwater, Minnesota, however, did not exhibit, 
cutting down the number of animals shown to about one 
hundred and forty head. These were owned by the following 
breeders: Woodend Farm Company, Mound, Minnesota,

showed the largest herd; W. W. Marsh, Waterloo, Iowa, the 
next largest number, followed by A. W. and F. E. Fox, 
Waukesha, Wisconsin; Edward A. Walter, Walworth, Wis- 
consin; R. A. Wilkenson, Lake Elmo, Minnesota; John H. 
Williams, Waukesha, Wisconsin; G. H. Lammers, Le Seur, 
Minnesota, and Nelle Fabyn, Geneva, Illinois, who entered 
only one animal. 

Though many of the exhibitors did not get in until early 
Sunday morning Hugh G. Van Pelt started judging at one 
o’clock Monday afternoon, and was finished by five thirty 
the following afternoon. The first class shown was the aged 
bulls, six in number. In this class Imp. Hayes Cherub 2nd 
25147 owned by W. W. Marsh easily took first place, and on 
the following day was awarded the grand champion prize for 
males. This bull is a large smooth animal, correct in every 
detail, and a hard animal to beat in the show ring. Before 
coming to this country he won first in the following English 
shows, Weymouth, Tunbridge Wells, Tring, Bath and Guil- 
ford. His dam was first at Bath and Guilford, and also took 
first prize in a milking contest in England in 1912. 

In the two year old class there were only fur entries, the 
first prize going to Fox brothers on George of Sunny Side 
18355. The first prize for senior yearling bull calf was award- 
ed to W. W. Marsh on Bopeep’s Mar of Iowa 22134, a son of 
the great show cow Glencoe’s Bopeep 18602, while in the 
junior yearlings. Fox Brothers again headed the class with 
Raymond’s Billy of the Hague 21752. In the classes calf, 
Minnesota came in strong, the first prize for senior bull calf 
going to R. A. Wilkenson on an excellent individual, William 
of Oakdale 24837, while the first prize for junior bull calf 
went to Woodend Farm Company on Amelia’s Son of Wood- 
end 25397. 

Due to the fact that some of the breeders had not prepared 
their aged cows for showing that day this class was left over 
until Tuesday, and the next class shown was the senior yearl- 
ing heifers, where Mr. Marsh carried away the first and second 
prizes with Imp. Moorland Aquamarine 44977, and Imp. 


Hayes’ Snowdrop 5th 44937, followed by Fox Brothers on 
Dairymaid of Waukesha 38053, a very choice heifer. In the 
junior yearling class judge Van Pelt found it hard to decide 
between Nobles Beauty of Ellendale 40832, owned by Ed- 
ward A. Walter, and Lilly la Pine 43842, owned by W. W. 
Marsh, and although he placed Mr. Marsh’s heifer over Mr, 
Walter’s, it was later noticed that she was too young to show 
in this class, and the first prize, therefore, went to Mr, 
Walter’s heifer. 

On Tuesday at one o’clock the aged cows were brought out 
In this class the position of the first two cows was reversed 
from that at the Iowa State Fair, and the grand champion 
female at Des Moines went to second place, and the first 
prize and later grand championship prize went to Fox Bro- 
thers on Essie Jeweller 14265. She is a large, deep bodied 
cow, though not as large as Glenwood’s Hazel who took second 
place. Essie Jeweller was showing better than she did at 
lowa, and Glenwood’s Hazel having calved only thirty hours 
before being shown was somewhat gaunt which gave just 
grounds for reversing the two animals from their positions 
at lowa the week before. The third prize female was Belle 
of Hutchinson 17684, owned by the Woodend Farm Comp- 
pany. She had just completed a record of 656 pounds of fat 
which makes her the champion butter cow of Minnesota of 
all breeds. 

In the three year old class, there were only three entries, 
and the awards are noted below. In the two year old class 
twelve cows were entered, and Mr. Marsh again carried away 
the first and second prize on Imp. Hayes’ Snowdrop 4th 
44967 and Imp. Butter Queen des Ruetts 44101, while Park’s 
Princess Rhea 34930, who was first wherever shown last year 
took third place. 

In the large heifer calf classes Bopeep’s daughter Glencoe’s 
Bopeep 2nd 41360 took first place for senior calf in a class of 
nineteen, though many thought Hattie of Oakdale 45723 
owned by R. A. Wilkenson, the better of the two. The third 
prize also went to Mr. Marsh on Imp. Hayes Citron’s 3rd 
44981. In the junior calf class Lucille of Oakdale, owned by 
R. A. Wilkenson, was first over fourteen shown in the class, 
and later she was made junior champion female. 

The silver cup given by the American Guernsey Cattle 
Club to the exhibitor winning the most money on animals

the one noted above about Belle of Hutchinson is indicative 
of the rapid advance being made by Minnesota Guernsey 
breeders along dairy lines, and should encourage more Minne- 
sota breeders to show at this great state fair.

Ohio State Fair 


ONTRARY to the predictions of exhibitors two years 

( 2 ago, when passes were abolished, that few would enter 

their stock and machinery, and the Fair would be 

boycotted, there seems to be no evidence of such being the 

case. Space has been well taken and all exhibition buildings 
filled. 

The grounds have been beautified by the addition of 
shrubbery and attractive flower beds. The signs on the 
lawn, calling the attention of visitors to the value of making 
the home grounds beautiful should bring results on the 
farms. Among these signs one notices the following: ‘‘ Please 
give the old farm a name.” ‘“‘Shrubs and flowers cost very 
little.” 

Guernseys were well represented and attracted the usual 
amount of attention. Their steady growth in popularity is 
most gratifying to our breeders. The North Eastern part of 
the state contains the largest number of herds of pure bred 
cattle and there is still much room in the state where interest 
in dairying needs to be awakened. Ohio contains the largest 
herd of Guernseys in the world and also the highest record 
cow of the breed. As yet no exhibiting has been done from 
this herd, which contains a large number of superior animals, 
both as producers and of the show ring type. 

The Guernseys were judged this year by Major W. Gettys, 
of Athens, Tenn., a Jersey breeder of national reputation. It 
is a difficult task for a man who has spent a lifetime in de- 
veloping certain strains in his favorite breed to be asked to 
pass upon the qualifications of another breed, and place the 
ribbons exactly where they belong. In passing upon other 
breeds “‘it is hard for the Jersey breeder not to occasionally 
revert to Jersey type,” whether the animals before him are 
Holsteins, Ayrshires or Guernseys. No matter how carefully 
and conscientiously placed, exhibitors will be better pleased 
with the awards and they will carry more weight when placed 
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by judges selected from an accredited list, furnished by their 
own breed organization. It is hoped that Fair officials will 
keep this in mind in the selection of judges. 

The leading exhibitors at Columbus this year were Elbert 
H. Baker of Gates Mill, Ohio, W. Henry Bell & Son of Scotts 
Station, Ky., Oak Ridge Farm, of Oak Ridge, Va., and H. M. 
Allen of Troy, Ohio. Several other Ohio breeders also had 
some good animals but not full herds. It is a most encourag- 
ing feature when a breeder fits and takes such animals as he 
may have and has them compared with others for his own 
information, as to correct form. It is a valuable guide for 
future breeding to be shown the defects as well as the strong 
points in the animals he is using for foundation stock. Do 
not wait for a full herd before exhibiting. 

The Grand Championship honors were divided between 
Keewaydin Farms, Ohio and Kentucky, Mr. Baker’s bull, 
Governor of Keewaydin 19848 taking Grand Champion rib- 
bon for bulls and Mr. Bell’s cow Meadow Bird 20467 for cows. 
The American Guernsey Cattle Club Trophy for Premier 
Breeder was won by W. Henry Bell & Son, of Scotts Station, 
Ky., who last year won permanently this Club Trophy, and 
now has another for one year, or longer.

New York State Fair amd Guernsey Breeders’ Meeting 


UERNSEYS at New York this year brought out the 
ue strongest showing in the history of this Fair, one hun- 
dred and twenty being shown, representing seven 
herds. It is to be regretted, however, that out of the large 
number of really fine herds located in this state, more are not 
shown. Many breeders do not enter their cattle because 
they do not have a full herd of animals enough to fill all the 
classes. This is a great mistake and keeps many superior 
animals at home that otherwise would do great credit to the 
breed. Comparatively few breeders can expect to have a 
winning herd right then, but may have a few outstanding 
individuals whose presence would greatly enliven competition, 
and be a source of encouragement to the beginners who are 
just founding a herd. 

A little healthy home competition is one of the best methods 
of creating interest. Furthermore, breeders in every state 
should feel a responsibility and pride in seeing their favorite 
breed represented at their own state fair, even if they do not 
exhibit elsewhere. Competition was keen this year between 
five of the herds, with honors eventually being divided be- 
tween the herds of Upland Farms and Beaver Ridge Farms.

New York Guernsey Meeting 


BOUT forty members and friends of the Association 
gathered in the Banquet Hall of the Yates on the 
evening of Sept. 9. After the banquet a general dis- 

cussion of the subject, “Breeding and Production—the 
Effect of Cross-Breeding and In-breeding,” followed. 
Dr. James E. Russell, president of the Association, presided. 
A synopsis of speeches follows: 
Dr. Russell—

‘Breeding as an art is old, but breeding as a science is very 
modern. Progress is slow and numberless generations are 
needed to attain high standards. Darwin, in the develop- 
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ment of scientific breeding, held that variations were largely 
due to the influence of environment and that these variations 
were capable of being transmitted to offspring. Weissman 
held that variations were not solely due to the influence of 
environment, but those qualities which are transmitted were 
inherent in the original germ-plasm. Within the last few 
years, the following principals have been established: 

1. That of dominance: Dominance means the handing 
down to offspring of particular characteristics. This is known 
as prepotency.

2. That of Variation: Variation is constantly going on. 
Nothing is transmitted in the ordinary sense of the word. It 
is more as if there were something going through a long series 
of which the individual is the temporary custodian. Sexual 
reproduction doubles the possibility of variations. Varia- 
tions although the bane of breeders, are the road to progress. 
Individual variations vary widely, but all tend towards a 
common center.

3. That of sports: Some sports breed true, while others 
do not. The prepotent sport is the basis for starting a new 
line. These are the new corner stones of the science of breed- 
ing. The man who formulated these facts into a law was an 
Austrian monk named Mendel. The discovery lay for some 
time unnoticed, but has since been tested on all kinds of 
plants and animals, and none has yet been found which does 
not come under this law. 
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Simply explined, Mendel’s law is this: Two unlike indi- 
viduals produce a by-bred. The by-bred takes after the 
characteristics of the dominant parent. When by-bred are 


‘in-bred the result is that one-fourth offspring are like domi- 


nant grandparent, one-fourth like recessive grandparent and 
one-half by-bred like parent. The proportions have been 
found to be nearly constant. Both dominant and recessive 
elements are fixed and transmitted with only normal vari- 
tions, and there is always a tendency to get back to the 
normal, 


Is it possible to establish a fixed strain for milk produc- 
tion? It would seem that the only way to do this is through 
close inbreeding to fix the strain. A prejudice exists against 
in-breeding. Too much will not do. In-breeding intensifies 
both the good and bad points. Color and conformation have 
been the breedling lines on Guernsey. The herds are small 
and the cows are bred, as much as possible, to the winners of 
the previousshows. This is visual dominance. We have just 
started to measure production and now we are able to breed 
from a new point. How to fix a strain for milk production 
and not in-breed too much is*a question. 


Mr. F. S. Peer, who next spoke, said in his younger days 
he had great faith in certain kinds of blood. All great breeds 
of animals have had prepotent sires. There are very few of

them. We don’t know how they were made, but we can see 
the results which they brought about. He now has more 
faith in feeding than in breeding. Variations come largely 
more from feeding than ancestors. The old adage—‘“‘like 
begets like”’ is not strictly true, otherwise there would be no 
possibility of progress. 

Early pictures show cattle to be ungainly. They are now 
greatly improved. Has the change come through the in- 
fluence of food or breeding? 

The best animals come from those countries which produce 
the most succulent food, and which have the most fertile 
country. 

Guernseys and Jerseys, the two breeds giving the richest 
milk, come from the two most fertile Islands known. The 
education of a calf comes from its food, before and after brith. 
Feeding is the greatest thing in breeding. It has not been 
believed to be possible to feed butter-fat to a cow. In Hol- 
land, a low marshy country, the cattle graze on grass of low 
nutritive quality in the summer, and are fed roots in winter, 
giving milk of 2.75% butter fat. A few generations in this 
country bring up their cows to 4 or 5%. This change has 
come about by feeding more nutritious food. The calf has 
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been educated through feeding. The surroundings give it the 
ability to do better than its dam. 

Blackwood, Bates and other premier breeders did much 
for improvement through feeding. 

Therefore, the principal thing in breeding is food—to edu- 
cate the calf while still unborn to make better use of its food 
than its dam. 

Some families will stand in-breeding, while others will not. 

In-breeding has as often been a failure as a success. It Is 
sO easy to go one step too far. _In-breeding accentuates 
characteristics which are common to both parents. These 
frequently trace back to miniature ancestors and frequently 
bad. 

The “One in and two out” breeding, as practiced by Eng- 
lish breeders, is safe and as much in-breeding as they dare. 
In-breeding is like whiskey. It is gery good when under 
control, but ruinous when not.

In answer to a question as to why it was so diflicult to pro- 
duce phenomenal cows from phenomenal cows, Mr. Peer 
said that after making a record there was not enough left in a 
cow to produce a good calf. Dr. Russell says the ability to 
transmit high production depends on the ability of a cow to 
consume and utilize an unusual amount of food. Prepotency 
must be accounted for. No matter how good a cow s, shie 
must be cared for to produce, and if she is poor no amount of 
food will make her produce. This must be taken into account. 
Granted that the strain has been improved from poor indi- 
viduals, the progress from the poor to the present has been 
only a few generations. I maintain this is impossible, if 
merely the education of the heifer be taken into consideration. 

The trouble is that for generations, we have been seeking 
the dominant strain, merely from appearance. It is possible 
to sell the sirloinin a Hereford teer, but you can’t see 70 
pounds of milk in a heifer. Now we have tested records of 
milk production. Can’t we find some way of finding out the 
dominant individual producers, and through them fix a pure 
dairy strain. 

Mr. Van Alstyne, in his remarks said:—‘“‘ We are on safe 
ground when we stick to fundamental principles. However, 
in this, do not ignore other facts. The law of average holds. 
Study the characteristics of the early animals in a pedigree. 
By working these up carefully and using discrimination, 
improvement is likely to take place. A race of producing 
cows will never be made if the constitution is not kept up. 

In-breeding, when closely related animals are mated,.the 
bad points are accentuated. Selection must be made with 


discrimination for just as weak points are accentuated, good 
ones are intensified. In the past in-breeding was done in- 
discriminately through lack of fundamental knowledge. The 
most uniform herds are those which are line bred. 

A question was asked: ‘“‘What should be the record of the 
dam of a bull at the head of a herd?” Mr. Savage of Cornell 
University says: The ideal of the young breeder should be to 
have just as good a sire at the head of his herd as he can afford. 
The bull should be selected wih care as to his individuality, 
and his dam should have a record of at least 500 pounds of 
butter fat to her credit in one year’s test. Dr. Russell has 
said that a bull calf from a dam wich such a record may be 
purchased for $350. 

If a farmer has a pair of geldings to do his farm work, and 
should lose one of them, he doesn’t stop a moment to consider 
whether he shall borrow the money to replace him. He goes 
immediately and buys his horse and pays $200 or more for 
him. Yet this same man will be heading his herd with a 
scrub. Not a breeder in this meeting thinks that the farmer 
needs this horse as badly as he needs the best bull he can get. 


SOMETHING ABOUT THE VALUE OF A Brepb BULL IN a 
Herp, AND WHat We May Expect oF Him. 


N the College herd, at Cornell University, pure bred bulls 
have been used for about 25 years. We have completed 
yearly records on a family of Holsteain cows descended 

from one individual during the last 20 years. In one line, the 
use of pure bred bulls has produced, in three generations from 
a cow worth possibly $100 to $150, a 30-pound cow worth 
$1000. In another line, a 30-pound cow has been produced 
in several generations from the same poor individual. In 
the development of this family, seven bulls have been used, 
of which the original cost has been $820. If we average the 
production of all the offspring of these bulls from the original 
cow and her offspring, we find the average of the best year’s 
records of these offspring to be 125 pounds of fat greater than 
the best year of the foundation cow. At 25 cents per pound 
for fat, the increase in production of these forty-nine animals 
above the production of forty-nine such animals as the foun- 
dation cow would pay for the bulls twice over. These are 
not approximated figures, but actual figures. 

Another suggestion might be made which will increase the 
distribution of the Guenrsey breed. It has been said that we 
cannot recognize the value of a bull. His prepotency is not 
known. Therefore, those breeders who can not afford to do 
it would do well to keep three or four stock bulls and ‘‘farm”’ 
out the ones he does not need to use in his herd. They watch 
the development of the offspring of each bull. One breeder 
has told the writer that he has four bulls “farmed” out with 
the agreement that each farmer using one of his bulls shall 
either raise all the heifer calves or sell them to him. 

This breeder’s chances of finding a prepotent sire are four- 
fold more than the breeder controlling only one sire and 
besides, he is doing great things for the Guernsey breed and 
his community. 

The meeting adjorned after having spent a very pleasant 
evening.
